London.—War Secretary Lord Kitch- 
ener seized the occasion at the house 
of iords to inform the nation of the 
progress of the war and of the military 
eitnation as far as military exigencies 
permitted. The house of lords had re- 
assembled for a brief session. Address- 
ing it Lord Kitchener said: “During 
the month of December the allied 
forces made progress at Various points, 
but the tide 6f battle ebbed and flow- 
ed with varying success. 

“In spite of unfavorabl» weather, 
the French army maqae_ noteworthy 
progress to the east of Rheims and in 
Southern Alsace. Nothwithstanding 
the transfer of German troops to the 
easiern theatre of war, they left suf- 
ficient strength to hold their trenches 
in the western arena. German asp:r- 
ations in Poland have suffered a se- 
vere check, and it is evident that they 


realize the indefinite difficulty of win- 
ter operations in Russia.”

mans along the Bzura and = Rawka 
rivers, the Russians for more than a 
fortnight had frustrated their efforts 
to advance any nearer Warsaw. He 
aid that the Germans had been great- 
ly hamepered by faulty communica- 
tions and that their casualties had 
been heavy.

London.—The New Year has opened 
on a more favorable situation for the 
allies than any they have known 
since the commencement of the cam 
paign, says a report made by a mili- 
tary observer attached to the British 
jarmy headquarters at the front. The 
report made public by the official in- 
formation bureay is dated January 4, 
and supplements similar narratives 
given ont at intervals during the pro 
{gress of the war, 

“So far as the British are concern 
ed,” says the report, “the small ex 
peditionary force of four divisions 
which took the field in August has now 
been swelled into a great army which 
is steadily increasing in numbers, has 
become inured to war, and can look 
back on a record of hard fighting such 
as British troops seldom have sustain- 


}ed in the past The struggle ef the 
} last four months has entered upon its 
fourth phase. 

“A slow but none the less marked 


change which has taken place has re- 
sulted in the definite passing*of the 
initiative into the hands of the Allies 
This is not shown so much by mater- 
ial results obtained, althougna at some 
points of the allied front ground has 
been gained, and in some places very 
marked progress has been made, re- 
sulting in the capture of guns and 
strongly entrenched positions; but our 


udvantage lies in the fact that it 1s! 
now the Allies who for the past few 
weeks have assumed and maintained 


| the offensive role, while the enemy has 


been acting on the defensive, The 
fact that the enemy is acting on the 
defensive does not mean that he has 


given up attacking altogether, but hits 
attacks have been in the nature of 
‘counter-attacks undertaken either in 
order to regain ground previously lost 
or to relieve pressure on some other 
part of the German line. 

“Tt ls only by balancing the total re- 
sults of these attacks by both sides 
that a clear idea can be obtained. 
Really, marked progress has 
achieved by the allies.
